Mr. Tichenor’s assertion that “the 
entire working class wants and de- 
mands the earth,” is monstrously 
false.

According to “The Na- 
tional Socialist Handbook No. 2,” 
compiled by W. J. Ghent, page 31, 
total number of dues-paying members 
of the Socialist party iv this country 
was last year 117,984: Hence there 
were last year in our country 239,- 
882,016 mnon-Socialists Wwage-earners. 
The dues-paying Socialists formed 
only four out of a thousand of the 
~wage-carners. Many of these 117,984 
dues-paying Socialists are not Wage 
earners at all; they are engaged in 
writing books, magazines and. news- 
papers, and in delivering lectures, and 
in “working” the workers. Yet Mr. 
Tichenor and his reliow-agitators
